lean cducatlonal 'mothods by itinoran't 
Kngltshmcn grows a bit tiresome. Tho 
render of the lUillv popcrs is Inclined 
to give a >'a,wn ot desjiair when lie 
comos' upon the careful observations 
of those who have spent a Cow mbntlis 
lecturing in Amerlciin universities.

The .most recent discussion of this 
nation's imlvorslties and collcKcs which 
has come to our attention Is that by 
the Honorable tl. A. T... Plsher, former 
minister of education In England and 
cent leolurcr In university centres. 
Ileforc an BnRl.=h audience he com- 
incnled on our inotorjcars. our dances, 
our loiv Intellcotual standards, and our 
splendid oniilptnent, concluding with 
the contention that "no American uni- 
versity can vie wltli Oxford or Cam- 
bridge In intellectual thoroughneas." 
There can be no question that he la 
rlRht, Ijut we In America have th's 
:i(U-antagc. As a'* compara.tlvcly no^' 
nation we roali'/.e our handicap and 
look forwivrd lO the time when the 
present generation shall have been the 
progenitors of real students, when we 
.ihaiU have thousands ot cultured mci, 
..iwl women In&'tead of/a few mllltuii 
^rsons of mediocre capacity. 

-Mr. Fisher's most Interesting im- 
pression Is that concerning, co-oductt- 
ton. "In many ot the western col- 
legae," he sajs, "young women are 
said definitely to look to college pri- 
marily as Ilic oppi'lnnlty for niectiiit! 
their future husbands, .md only In 
vcrj' secondary degree as a place for 
cdlcatlon." Whether or not Mr. fish- 
er w.as croduloiis enough to believe 
this makes no difference — he made 
audh a comment to his English iiii- 
dltors.. It may be true that there arc 
among us a. few doslgning fcmalcii 
Whose solo object Is successfully to In- 
j-lguc a wealthy suHor but they are 
found everywliore — even In England. 
Higher education for women on a 
cmpreheslve scale is an American in- 
novation of which we are proud. Tn 
this respect may western universUies 
be sai^I to vie with English institutions 
of loanthig In "intellectual thorough- 
ness.'' 

In full justice to Mr. KIsher it must 
lie said that his conmtent represented

pression. But If ho and other Eugllsli- 
nion must discuss us, let them be more
